Heart Failure Ends Life of Old Soldier- 
Falls in Field on His Farm Near 

CQUJlllie. 



Gen. H. B. Lyon ftll dead on hi* 
farm, two Btllet bath from Kddyville, 
Thur>day afternoon from heart fail- 
ire. He had gone to the farm on 
business, and after talking to two of 
his farm hand- left them to go and 
look after some other work. When 
about 1 00 yards away he wa* -ecn to 
fall, aud when the two men reached 
him life was -rone. 

Gen. Lyon was the «reat-grandsou 
of Col Mathew Lyon, who sold him- 
self for his passage across the ocean 
and who later elected Thouia* Jeffer- 
son President by his one vote and 
the only man who ever represented 
three states in the I'nitcd States 
Congress. He was also a depend- 
ent of Col. Chittenden, a colonial 
governor of Vermont. 

(ien. H. B< Lyon was a graduate 
of West Point and afterward served 
in the United States array on the 
frontiers of Texas and Mexico. At 
the breaking out of the Civil War he 
ca*t his lot with the South and was 
promoted to the high rank of Brig- 
adier (ieneral. He served with dis- 
tinction until the close. He was a 
man of strong convictions and was 
loyal to the cause for which he 
fought, having never taken the oath 
of allegiance to the United States 
Uter the close of the Civil War. 
Later he was connected with the 
State penitentiary at Frankfort for 
four years. He was appointed by 
Gov. Buckner a member of the com- 
mission that located the branch pen- 
itentiary at Kddyville, his native 
town, and he personally superintend- 
ed its building. After the comple- 
tion of the prison he was offered the 
wardenship, but declined to accept 
it. 

He represented the Sixth legisla- 
tive district in the memorable Goebel 
contest, and voted to seat Gov. 
Goebel. For several yearn he had 
lived in Kddyville, in retirement, 
looking after his farming interests 
and devoting himself to private af- 
fairs. November a year ago he was 
elected Mayor of the city of Kddy- 
ville, an honor held by him at the 
time of his death. 

He was seventy one years of age, 
full of honors and ripe in years. A 
wife and three sons and three daugh- 
ters survive him, Capt. Frank Lyon, 
of the United States navy, now at 
Norfolk, Va., Mrs Graoe Kevil, of 
Princeton, Hugh, Kruest, Maybelle 
and Loraine. who remain at home. 

He was probably the most promi- 
nent man of his section of the State 
for many years. 



While serving in the Kentucky 
Legislature the question of enlarging 
the Suite penitentiary, or building 
a br»n oh prison, came before the 
body and upon the determinrtion to 

build a new prison, he Was placed at 
the head of the oommission which 
selected the site aud superintended 
the erection of the -ti'teture. He 
served in the lower House of the As- 
sembly three times, taking promt* 
nent position amOBg it* membership 
at each session. 

Me-damcs Geo. P. Bobertl an.l 
John W. Wilson, <>f this city, are 
near relatives of his. 

Gen. Lyon was thrice married, 
His ft rat wife was Miss Laura 
O Hara. a daughter of Reuben 
O Hara. One son, Highland, by 
this union met an untimely death by 
accidentally shooting himself several 
years ago. 

His second wife was Miss Qraee 
Machen, a daughter ol the late Frank 
Machen, of the Fredonia Valley. 
The children of this union are Capt. 
Frank Lyon, U. S. navy, Mrs. M. 
K. Kevil, of Princeton, Hugh and 
Krnest, of Kddyville. 

His third wife was Miss Ruth 
Woolf and by this union there arc 
two daughters, Misses Maybelle and 
Loraine, who are with their mother 
at Kddyville.
